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LINGUISTICS 

This  is  the  study,  both  scientific  and  humane,  of  the  nature  of  languages 
and  of  language,  and  of  its  personal  and  social  functions.  Before  the 
middle  of  the  twentieth  century,  linguistics  was  a fraction  of  the  studies 
in  foreign  languages  and  older  literatures,  and  in  anthropology,  and  in 
those  fields  it  retains  full  importance  as  an  ancillary  science.  As  a separate 
study,  linguistics  concentrates  on  that  single  human  trait  which  sets 
mankind  apart  from  the  lower  animals  more  thoroughly  than  any  other. 

The  sequence  of  Linguistics  100,  200,  300  is  especially  valuable  to  future 
teachers  in  any  field  and  above  all  in  foreign  languages,  English,  or  social 
studies,  and  also  to  a wide  range  of  professions  including  law,  govern- 
ment, and  journalism.  For  students  who  wish  to  study  Linguistics  more 
intensely,  concentration  courses  will  be  available. 

TYPE  A 
CERTIFICATION 

The  Linguistics  sequence  forms  part  of  the  programme  leading  to  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  The  course  offered  in  the  Summer  Day  Session 
1968  will  be  Linguistics  100/120.  As  such  the  course  will  count  for  credit 
towards  a Bachelor  of  Arts  general  degree.  Students  working  towards 
Type  A certification  should  register  in  Linguistics  120. 

SUMMER  SESSION 
1968 

Linguistics  100/120  will  be  offered  in  the  Summer  Day  Session,  1968  and 
will  run  from  July  2 to  August  9.  The  course  will  consist  of  lectures  and 
seminars.  Opportunities  for  individual  tutorials  will  be  created.  Students 
who  register  in  Linguistics  100/120  are  advised  that  they  should  not 
register  for  other  courses  in  the  same  session. 

ENROLMENT 

The  course  will  be  open  to  a limited  number  of  Special  students,  students 
who  are  not  working  towards  a degree,  but  who  are  using  this  course 
towards  Type  A certification  or  other  professional  qualification  or  who 
wish  to  study  the  subject  for  their  own  interest.
